Is Threatened. 

Tim mill and wind storm which ViS- ' 
lied Maysville and .Ma.sun county late 

Sunday afternoon did pitbably mora 
damage througho>ut thia aectlon thaa 
any storm which has visited us in thia 
summer of heavy rains and terrific 
thunder storms. 

Limestone Creek which divides East 
and West .May.sville was probably 
never so wild in lliu past twenty-flve , 
years as it was during and following 
this storiu. Koads and pikes through- 
out the county were^ damaged much 
while oulverta and bridgea were swept 
out 

The most serious' damage was prob- 
ably done in the neighborhood between 
.Mayslick ajid LewisbuTK. Mr. Frank 
Lee. who lives In this section lost a 
larse barn which waa blown down and 
uonipletely ruined. It is Insured in 
the Mason County Mutual Insurance 
Company. Mr. Mark Brannon also had 
two large bams unroofed and .in thia 
section hillside crops* were washed 
away. 

.Near the mouth of Limestone Creek 
a part of the t;. & 0. railroad tresle 
foundation was undermined and so 
dangerous does the damage appear 
that railroad officials have condemned 
the westbound main line and all traUU' 
are crossing the trestle on the east- 
bound track until the repaira can be 
made. 

A lart;e bridge on the Klemlng plko 
lear the watering trough w-as so bad- 
ly damaged that It cannot be used 
vhile many small footbridges over 
Limestone Creek have been washed 
away uid any number ot smaller cul- 
\ erts have also been torn out by the 
leriTic rush of the water. 
- Ollicer I'. Ryan's tobacco crop in the 
Hunter bottoms near llie L. & N ,ta- 
tion was entirely coverey by the wa- 
ters ot the creek and is completely 
ruined while in all parts of the coun-.

BOOST THE mUTEB'S GAMBLE. 

Brery oynical author knows, says 
the Now Tork Evening Post, that lit- 
erature, like iiuirriam', is a lottery. 
Chance and malign t'ato, wo are told, 
govern the awards of fame and lucre. 
News comes from Spain, however, of 
an innovation In the gambling end of 
this precaurlous business. Heretofore 
thwe have been three classes ot mag- 
azines and reviews — those that pay 
their contributors, those that do not, 
and those that make the author pay 
for the privilege of seeiiis his work In 
print. Madrid has siipplled a syiitliesis 
of all three. A weekly review has lioon 
founded there to which only siiliscrib- 
ers can contribute. Every inanuBcrlpt 
which is accepted receives a number. 
One in every ten is paid tor, the lucky 
one being the manuscript whose num- 
ber ends with the same fiirure as the 
winning number in the national lot- 
tery at the liist drawing after the 
ar^ole is published. 

Thus the normal excitements of 
Journalism are augmented. The losers 
have at least the consolation of seeing 
their prose or verse published, while 
the winner enjoys the conil)ined seiisu- 
tlooB of a successful speculator and an 
accepted author. The idea may bo 
worth trying here. Our ingcnuulty 
sbQuld have no trouble in adapting the 
scheme to American conditions. The 
winning number might be determined 
by Its coincidence with the date of the 
next strike, or tln' nuiiil)iM- of plati- 
tudes in a given Presidential canipalRn 
speech. 

fBiBirCH TTTFES MUST "OBET." 

Paris.— Social problems are coming 

even more to the front in these days, 
in spite ot wars, crises and tumults 
which might otherwise be expected to 
have little leisure for what may fairly 
be defined as lighter or academic aub- 
]eots. In accordance, therefore, with 
what experience has shown to be a 
somewhat fixed, if peculiar, dispensa- 
tion, the Senate is being confronted 
with a propositiou for the elimination 
of th article of this civil code which 
sets forth that "the husband owes pro- 
teotion to the wife— the wife obedience 
to the husband."
